Green  Day.  Schoolwork  was  almost  irrelevent  as  I dreamt  of  hearing  “When  I Come  Around’  and  ‘Welcome  To  Paradise,”  stated  junior 
Ali  Monac. 

And  then  the  night  came.  As  the  crowd  grew  the  sponsors,  radio  station  WFNX,  and  the  security  became  quite  uneasy.  When 
the  ‘Meeces’  finished  their  last  song,  Billy  Joe  appeared  on  stage.  As  he  asked  the  crowd  to  calm  down,  they  only  seemed  to  become 
more  rowdy.
